The occupation of fort Smith, with a 


powerful army, and its thorough protection 
by heavy artillery, ouco accomplished, it 
would be a point of oQ'eii^ive operations 
against the rebels of Texas, Louisiana and 
Nf w Mexico. We should also be in a sit- 
uation to chastiie the wild tribes of Caman- 
ches and Kiowat, who roam the plain.s west- 
ward, and who are beginning to feel that 
they have no masters.

of our southwestern empire by the general 
government, as well as the present protcc 
lion of the loyal' people of the southwest, 
it is evident that the army which is now in 
pursuit of Price can bo u-^ed for a far great- 
er and more important object.

hibits a visible diminition iu the number of 
vessels employed in bringing the bivalves 
to this port the present season, owing to 
the blockade of the Virginia waters, from 
whence the best kinds are obtained, and the 
strict surveillance exercised over all vessels 
navigating Maryland waters. 
As a conse- 


quence a rise iu prices may be expected 
soon. Last year about three hundred thous- 
and busbefs were brought to this city, there- 
by creating b trade valued at two million 
dollars. 
Over four hundred schooner,* and 


puugys woro engaged in the business of 
their transportation upon the Chesapeake 
and its tributaries. 
Undoubtedly there is 


a falling off this season, but the trade has 
for a number of years pa^t annually yielded 
employment to between four thousand and 
live ihoimud men, in the vaiious capaci- 
ties of boatmen, carters, shockers, limiurs, 
packers, carpenters, laborers, <!tc. 


For the past tea years the exportation of 


oysters to such important points in tho west 


Pittsburg, Chicago, St. Louis and Cin- 


cinnati, has been almost exclusively mo 
nopolized by Baltimore. The oysters for 
transportation to these points are generally 
hocked, put in gallon cans, and hermeti- 
cally sealed ; after which they are closely 
packed together in boxes holding a dozen 
cans, which is tilled with uawdust, and, din- 
ing the mild season, with ice, to keep them 
perfectly fresh and pure. 
During the win- 


ter season they are transported in the shell, 
being sent iu barrels. 


The oyster business exists (inly eight 


months in tho year, the law prohibiting the 
trallic from May to September. 
Notwith- 


standing all the drawbacks of the times, the 
prospect of the oyster business is fair, and 
no great scarcity need bo apprehended."

where these four outlets begin, there- arc 
two forts, almost opposite to each oilier, 
named Jackson and St. Philip. 
When this 


rebellion broke out tliuy were not efficiently 
mounted, aud could easily have been taken. 
What addition!* the traitor Twiggn bin made 
to their defense is not known. 
If they are 


well mounted it would be very difficult for 
a tlett to pass up the main body of ihe riv- 
er. 


Theia are, however, three other modes of 


approach by water to the city. The one is 
through lakc.i Borgne and Poutcharti.iin, 
another up the Atctiafalaya to Berwick Bay 
and thence by bayous Torel and Plaquetn- 
inu to Iberviflc, one hundred miles above 
New Orleans, and a third by way of Grand 
Pass and bayous Lafourchc to Ltonald-mu- 
ville, eighty miles above the city. 
By the 


first named route, vessels of from fifteen to 
eighteen feet draught can be brought tolht? 
Lake ilou.se, located five miles from the 
city. Tho troops landed there can be tak- 
en up the canal by water, or eiui nmn h ut 
once up the. shell road, the prettiest road in 
America. Along it any amount of troops 
could bu marched. 
On either side of it or 


the canal, which run parallel, the ground 
f.ilU away into a swamp covered wilh douse 
undergrowth, affording magnificent covers 
for skirmishers or riflemen. These, how- 
ever, could be easily brushed. Then: ii not 
a spot along the whole five mill** of road 
upon which there is any kind of fortifictt 
lion save Viarricaden. 


It is along this route that a heavy trade 


i-i earned on bt-tween Mobile and the des- 
cent City j tho length of thoso two lakes, 
including the Rigolette, is about 110 miles. 
Al the entrance of Borgne, the easternmost 
of the two, lie three islands known as Cat, 
.Ship aud Horsii islands. 
Upon the niuin, 


right opposite to them, is Mississippi City, 
the post said to have been lately seized aud 
fortified by our troops, 
Recent advices in- 


dicate that earthworks are being thrown up 
on Cat and Ship islands. 
These, with bat- 


teries constructed upon the northeastern 
tongue of the parish of St. Bernard, would 
effectually cut off all commerce between 
these two cities, and prevent the. entrance 
and capture of any vessel coming from or 
tfoing to sea. At least a single armed ves 
sel, in addition, would effectually close* the 
wide strait where Borgne debouches into 
the Gulf.

"takes, only 12 feot water, but above that 
any depth needed, thirty or forty miles.— 
Through it, and the Plague mine, v*-stels of 
that draught can pass to Iberville, into (be 
Misaibsippi, at any time from the 1st of De- 
cember to the 1st of June, when the river 
is full.

THE OYSTER TRADE.—The Baltimore Sun 
" The oyster business of Baltimore ex- 


hibits a visible diminition in the number of 
vessels employed in bringing the bivalves 
to this port the present-season, owing to 
the blockade of the Virginia waters, from 
whence the best kinds are obtained, and the 
strict surveillance exercised over all vessels 
navigating Maryland ".waters." As a conse- 
quence a rise in prices may be expected 
soon. Last year about three hundred thous- 
and bushels were brought to this city, there- 
by creating a trade valued at two million 
dollars. Over four hundred schooners and 
pungys wero engaged in the business of 
their transportation upon the Chesapeake 
and its (tributaries. Undoubtedly there is 
a falling off this season, but the trade has 
for a number of years past annually yielded 
employment to between four thousand and 
five thousand men, in the various capaci- 
ties of boatmen, cartars, shockers, tinners, 
jackers, carpenters, laborers, &c. 


For the past ten years the exportation of 


oysters to such important points in the west 
as Pittsburg, Chicago, St. Louis and Cin- 
cinnati, has been almost exclusively mo- 
nopolized by Baltimore. The oysters for 
transportation to these points are generally 
shocked, put in gallon cans, and hermeti- 
cally sealed ; after which they are closely 
packed together in boxes holding a dozen 
cans, which is filled with sawdust, and, dur- 
ing the mild season, with ice, to keep then-

THE FOOD REQUIREMENTS OP EUROPE.— 


It as abundantly evident that Europe will 
be compelled to take from the United States 
during the coming nine months, all the 
grain and food that can be conveyed to the 
seaboard and shipped in sea-going vessels, 
and to pay for the same in gold. Opinions 
vary as to the exact amount of breadstuffs 
which will be reqcired for the consumption 
of the people of England and France over 
and above what has been yielded by the 
harvest of those countries. One estimate 
is 175,000,000 bushels of grain, another 
150,000,000. Messrs Hallett, in their cir- 
•cular, estimate that France will require 80,- 
•000,000, and England 64,000,000, total of 
144,000,006 bushels, or 3,000,0000 per 
•week for forty-eight weeks. It is question- 
able whether all the railroads and lake and 
rirer .shipping in this country, and all the 
vessels employed in the trade between the 
United States and maritime Europe, suffice 
to transport such ac enormous quantity of 
produce. It is evident that, with such a 
movement eastward, Ihe exchanges may be 
regarded as permanently fixed in onr/avor, 
ifora year to come, and the steady fiov? of 
specie from Europe to the United States 
.certain and reliable.—2f. Y. Herald.

SOLDIER'S WORK-BAG.—A captaiu of in- 


fantry, referring to the wants of soldiers in 
an encampment, .says : 


"On the first departure of troops from 


Boston, there was but one man out of seven 
hundred that was provided with any facilities 
for mending clothes, and in all that had gone 
since then, not more then twenty «re thus 
provided. About these little conveniences 
for campaigning, which are greater neces- 
sities even than uniforms and shirts, nobody 
will ever think who has not the recollection 
of the wants described by a soldier in actual 
service." 


Some thoughtful aud care-taking ladies, 


iu consultation with those who have had 
experience of the wants of an encampment, 
have suggested Ihe following as part of a 
soldier's out-fit: 


The work-bag may be made of new ging- 


ham or calico double, with compartments 
for each article, so that they may be easily 
got at when time and need press : contain- 
ing one pair of round-pointed scissors, one 
paper carpet needles, one skein blue or grey 
yarn, three hanks strong black linen thread', 
one spool strong brown thread, two skeins 
coarse black silk, three dozen porcelain 
shirt buttons, three dozen black suspender 
buttons, a piece of wax, one piece of gray 
twilled tape, a needle case made of new de- 
laine, small, plain and strong, filled with 
needles and half a paper of pins. 


Every article should be good of its kind, 


and the thread, yarn and silk nicely wound. 
No fancy work or ornament required. 


There are bits of new calico and delaine- 


in every house suitable for the bag and nee- 
dle case, and the contents as abovo cost 
about eighty cents. 


CONFEDERATE PJUSONERS.—There are 


now about two hundred rebel prisoners con- 
fined in this-city, including those of a polit- 
ical character. The old capital is still used 
as a prison, and has been fitted up with 
many conveniences. The prisoners are al- 
lowed books and newspapers, aud are oth- 
erwise well and humanely treated.

communication is allowed with, them ex- 
cept by special' permit of the provost mar- 
shal. Prisoners of wwand political pris- 
oners are confined in different quarters. 
Some of the latter, who have lately been 
released on the oath of allegiance, have 
been required to enter into bonds notr-ip 
enter the rebel states or communicate with 
anyone residing in them dnring the war 
unless permitted by the secretaries of state 
or war.— Washington correspondence XL-IC 
York World.

powerful army, and its thorough protection 
jv heavy artillery, once accomplished, it 
w'ould be a point of offensive operations 
.gainst tbe rebels of Texas, Louisiana and 
New Mexico.

THE FOOD REQUIKEMEXTS OF EUROPE.— 


It S3 abundantly evident that Europe will 
be compelled to take from the United States 
during the coming nine months, all the 
grain and food that can be conveyed to the 
seaboard and shipped in sea-going vessels, 
and to pay for the same in gold. 
Opinions 


vary as to the exact amount of breadstuffs 
which will be required for the consumption 
of the people of England and France over 
aod above what has been yielded by the 
harvest of those countries. One estimate 
is 175,000,000 bushels of grain, another 
150,000,000. Messrs Hallett, in their cir- 
cular, estimate that France will require 80,- 
•000,000, and England 64,000,000, total of 
144,000,006 bushels, or 3,000,0000 per 
week for forty-eight weeks. It is question- 
able whether all the railroads and lake and 
lirer shipping in this country, and all the 
vessels employed in the trade between the 
United States and maritime Europe, suffice 
to transport such an enormous quantity of 
produce. It is evident that, with such a 
movement eastward, the exchanges may be 
regarded as permanently fixed in our favor,

a plan and profile thereof, made by Edward Buger, city 
ngineer, and filed in the office of the city clerk, on the 
2th dsy of April, A D 1861, is hereby established. 


SEC. ± A sidewalk is hereby required to be built, 0 


feet in width, of '2 by 6 inch pine plank, underlaid with 
three strips of sleepers, of 2 by 4 inch pine scantling, in 
front of each lot numbered seventy-six (76), seventy- 
seven (77), seventy-eight (78), seventy-nine (79), eighty- 
five (85) and parcel of lot eighty-sir (86) lying south of 
the railroad track, in Smith 4 Bailey's addition to Janes- 
ville. The sidewalk in front of said lota numbered 70 
and 77, iu Smith & Bailey's addition, to be constructed 
with upriidit posts, 4 by 4 Inches, of pine, eight feet 
apart, firmly set into the ground, on the eastern or out- 
er edge of the plauk and extending three feet above the 
walk, with a railing on top of posts, 2 by 4 inches, se- 
curely fastened to each post; said posts to be let into 
the plonk and fastened to sills and charred at the bottom 
to the depth set in the ground.
